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CAPTAIN ANDREW* NEWCOMB. 

Of the early history of Andrew 
Newcomb little is known. That he 
was born in England is quite cer- 
tain; that he migrated from the 
west of England, perhaps Devon- 
shire or Wales, nearly all 
traditions declare. 

The date of his arrival in this 
country is not definitely known, 
but it is quite probable that he 
was among the earliest settlers of

Andrew? Newcomb was residing 
in this country as early as July 
1666, as at that date he attended 
a meeting at Isles of Shoals, near 
Portsmouth, N. H. Probably born 
about 1640. Appears to have 
moved from Isles of Shoals about 
4675, and settled same year at 
Edgartown, Mass., where he lived 
until his decease, which took place 


between March 7, 1703-4, and Oct. ©

He lived many years in the vil- 
lage of Edgartown and owned the 
land upon which the Court house 
now stands. 

Mr. Newcomb was chosen lieu- 
tenant April 13, 1691, and fn the 
same year was in command of the 
fortification, having such number 
of men under him as were ordered 
by the chief magistrate. Spelled 
name Nucomb. M. ist Sarah ; 
2nd Anna Bayes, daughter of Capt. 
Thomas and Anna (Baker) Bayes. 
She was born about 1658; died 
summer or Sept. 1731.

Capt. Jeremaih Newcomb entered 
service in the Revolutionary war 
March, 1776, in Capt. John Gill’s 
company of Wellfleet; sailed to 
Plymouth, thence marched to Bos- 
ton, where he was stationed with 
troops under Gen. Putnam. Dis- 
charged about May 1, 1776, when 
he entered service as matross in 


artillery company for twelve 
months, Capt. John Gill, Col. 
Craft’s regiment or battalion. Re- 


mained during the winter at Castle 
William, building the fort; passed 
daily in flat-bottomed boat’ to 
Boston and back; dragged cannon 
to top of hill to place in fort; 
stocked and bedded those injured 
by the English and received pass- 
ports of vessels passing the fort. 
Procured a mortar, stationed it in 
north side of Long Island head 
with breastwork and 6 pounder 
cannon on Nantucket or Nantasket 
hill, to play across the head onto 
the shipping of the enemy. The 
throwing of the third bomb caused 
the vessels to drop down near the 
lighthouse, which they blew up. 

Was discharged at end of year. 
He was of the brig Resolution, 
was taken prisoner Nov. 28, 1780, 
and committed to Old Mill prison 
Jan. 22, 1781. He was also out 
at other times during the war. 

Capt. Newcomb received pension 
under the Act of 1832. He was 
selectman and treasurer, 1813-14; 
town clerk, 1814, and coroner, 
1822.
